“Kackmen” seems to bave gone out 
of use completely. It-is not given in 
any of the modern dictionaries, but one 
of them hus “cack, a baby’s shoe,” 
whicb it calls shoemakers’ cant.

Baxter of 8 Fulton street advertised 
that he wanted broken bottles, but he 
did not state bis use for them. ‘There

The Fog Peril. 

One of the great conquests of science 
for human safety will be the discovery 
of some effectual means of disclosing 
to every ship at sea the approach and 
position of any other vessel which may 
come near ip a fug.

Nothing ean 
be beard witb sufficient distinctness 
and certainty as to distance and direc- 
tion to meet the demands of safety. 
The best fog signals in use repeatedly 
fail to avert terrible disasters.—Cleve 
land Leader.

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THE ROKEBY VE" US, 


Picture Which ‘Vas Slashed Has an 
Interesting History. 


The slashing of the Rokeby Vens 
by .an English suffragette centres 
world interest upon this wonderful 
painting. 

The Rokeby Venus took its name 
from Rokeby Hall, in Yorkshire, 
Eng., where it hung for many years 
before it was brought to London. The 
painting shows Venus half reclining 
before a mirror. At the time the 
printing was brought to the National 
Gallery in London, about seven years 
ago, several Americans tried to buy 
it. The National Gallery had to pay 
what was then considered an enor- 
mous sum to retain the painting in 
England. 

In 1906 the picture was sold under 
an order of the Court of Chancery 
for $150,000 to Messrs. Agnew & 
Sons, and an outcry was started that 
America was after the Velasquez. A 
sum of $225,000 was raised by pub- 
lic subscription and the painting was 
obtained for the National Gallery. 
When, in April, 1910, a doubt as to 
its genuineness was set on foot by a 
critics in The Morning Post, Lord 
Balcarres, who had charge of the 
fund, announced that he had a stand- 
ing offer from an art collector to buy 
the picture for $275,000. The gen- 
uineness of the masterpiece was soon 
afterward established to the satis- 
faction of all art critics. 

The painting is one of the very 
few works of Velasquez which depict 
the nude human figure. The Spanish 
inquisition prescribed a fine of 1,500 
ducts, excommunication and a year’s | 
exile for any one who painted 1n 
“immodest picture.’ In the later 
years of his life Velasquez painted 
two pictures of the woman depicted _ 
in this painting. One of them was 
called ‘‘Ve.us and Adonis’’ and the 
other “Psyche and Cupid.” Both| 
were listed among the pictures in the 
Alcazar at Madrid in 1666, 1686 and 
1700 and then disappeared. 

Charles B. Cur''s in his hook ‘‘Ve- 
lasquez and Murillo” suggests that 
both paintings were in the palace at 
Madrid when it was burned in 1734, 
that “Venus ard Adonis’ was de- 
stroyed and that “Psyche and Cupid” 
survived and was the painting which 
eventually fell into the hands of 
Robert Morritt of Rokeby Park, in 
Yorkshire, and came to be known as 
the Rokeby ‘“Venus.’’ There is a 
black spot near the head of Cupid 
which has been attributed to scorch- 
ing in the fire. 

Mr. Morritt bought the picture for 
$2,500 on.the recommendation of Sir 
Joshua Reynolds.
